There was something bewitching in the 
early hour; the day was dim; a storm 
of hail and snow was falling; the seene 
was solemn, dismal, and grave; my heart 
was touched at the thought that I was passing 
through a tempest into Kansas as Kansas had 
passed through a tempest into Freedom. I have 
never felt in all my lifea more passionate, de- 
lightful, and consecrating love for my country, 
than swelled within me in that stormy dawn. 
Bat I felt that other men had been heroic, and I 
tame; that other men had snffered for their 
country, I never; that other men had fought for 
Liberty, and I had only svoken for it. I felt that 
I had henceforth no right to squander my years 
in selfish pursuita, and resolved to live for my 
country’s sake inthe future. It is so easy to 
slip down from a high, pure, unselfish life into 
the commonplace greed of ordinary daily ex- 
perience, that I find myself in need of special 
scenes and associations to renew to me my oft- 
failing purpose of livingfor the good, not for 
myself, but for my fellow mae. . 

After the meeting I walked with the Presbyte- 
rian minister to a high hill on which the Univer- 
sity stands, and looked upon a prospect equal in 
extent and beauty to the scene that one beholds 
from Eagie Rock at Orange. 

From the walk I returned to write this letter 
to the one dear woman who is now nevera mo- 
ment out of my thoughts. O my darling! I be- 
lieve I am in some respects become a different 
and better man by reason of my Western ex- 
perience. I have had many communings with 
God; many yearvings fo. a purer life; many de 
sires for others, and fewer for myself; many 
resolutions that I would be true to Liberty, Jus- 
tice, and my country; many dear and tender mem- 
ories of my wife and little ones. I have been 
greatly praised by good and noble men out 
here; but I seek to consider every flattering 
word unsaid and undeserved. I do not wish 
to be caught in the net of vanity and self-con- 
ceit. I wish henceforth tochasten my thoughts, 
ennoble my purposes, sacrifice my selfish am- 
bitions, and live as under the great.-Task- 
master’s eye.” I have several times suddenly 
felt, during my absence from home, that I have 
been earnestly and devoutly prayed for by your 
dear self.

THE DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 

Holding a list high in the air and gazing at it 
through adouble pair of eyeglasses, an official 
with a tricolored sash and a substantial stomach 
bawled out the names of the fifty-four pos who 
had triumphed out of 1,900 candidates,—may 
the supply of French poets never run short!— 
and each of the winners as his name was cried 
stepped up the steps of the platform to receive 
hie prize. Some were shriveled but frisky old 
— who ambled sideways across the 
awn, like well-pleased crabs; but the majority 
were gen men whose eyes rolled with 3 fine 
frenzy. whose lower extremities were clad 
in white 1 There were also two 

ladies; but these, smitten with a 
ulness, refused to leave their 
seats, though the whole assembly stood up to eu- 
courage them by staring hard and indulging in 
allant remarks. The prizes were extreme! 
tiful, consisting of gold medals, stam 
as usual, with Laura and Petrarch: Sevres 
vases, enameled palm branches and eglantines, 
capable of being worn as brooches. Every win- 
ner on stepping up received his prize at the 
hand of the Prefect; but it was then instantly 
withdrawn from him as if he were not fit to be 
trusted with it, and a bald functionary, who 
stood hard by, ne es the trinket to its box. 
This was owing to the arrangement that the 
prizes should not be finally taken ion of 
until they bad been blessed by the —— 
but French bystanders, who had the national 
love for cheerful interpretations, could be heard 
whispering, ‘* Poets are so poor that there is no 
trusting | em with jewelry lest they should 
pawn is.” The prize distribution was follow- 
ed by 
THE BANQUET IN PETRARCH’S GARDEN, 
where covers were laid for three hundred. As 
there were scarcely chairs enough for the feast- 
ers the Cure of Vaucluse kindly ordered his 
beadle and clerk to bring out the chairs from the 
church, and soon every man was comfortably in- 
stalled, aud knives and forks clattered at a 2 
which — peeen that the cultivation of = 
ttle from the appetite. This was 
more satisfactory as most of the poets felt 
bound to assume a love-iorn expression and 
to confess that they had suffered just the 
same pangs as Petrarch had endured. For 
instance, a fat bard near me spoke, between two 
mouthfuls of pie, of having pined twelve mouths 
for a lady, who had afterwards married a dry- 
salter because he was rich, Fearing my anknown 
friend would weep if allowed to brood over this 
dismal recoliection I asked him to take a glass 
of wine, and he eomplied dy taking two. was 
glad to see thev cheered him. The picnic ended 
at 7, and we started for Avignon by tram. The 
laureates were received at the terminus by Couut 
Dumaio; the Mayor, and & procession was then

A BUST OF PETRARCH 
which was carried to the Town-Hall of Avignon 
by Signor Nigra and three other — emen, fol- 
lowed by all the poets, who had n lunching, 
including my fat friend, who seemed quite con- 
soled by this time. Night was * when 
the procession formed, but a large military 
escort who accompanied the procession were 
armed with torches, and the effect of the blase of 
these countless lights was graod. The ancient 
churches, walls and towers of Avignon 
glowed as if on fire ; 12 as almost every house 
was illuminated with ge or festoons of colored 
oil-lamps, it would dificult to imagine a 
scene more picturesque. The towering 
castle of the Popes, now used as a 
and standing on an eminen 
shone maguificently with the red fire 
seven eleciric batteries. The coloesal statue of 
Our Lady of Victory, on the highest point of 
the castle, was the focus on which the range of 
all the batteries con pet pe, and it glittered in 
co uence as if it been cut out of a giant 
ruby. Great excitement prevailed among the 
joyous population, who lined the street-pave- 
ments in serried rows; for these Southern peo- 
ple are like children and dies, whom every- 
thing that glitters sets laughing and chattering. 
I am bound to say, however, that some disco 
ant blers were audible during this night 
fete, for the municipality of Avignon, which is

The horse Goldsmith Maid has accomplished 
some remarkable feats during the past season, 
At East Saginaw, Mich., she trotted a mile in 
2 min., 16sec.

We must look for 
the recent extraordinary speed of American 
race-horses to improvements in breeding, train- 
ing, driving, and tracks. It is in some of the 
last three particulars, of course, that Goldsmith 
Maid has been benefited; and we suspect that 
all of them have entered largely into ber suc- 
cess. Some enthusiastic historian of sporting 
events would do well to enlarge upon recent 
progress in turf matters, making some such 
division of the subject as has been indicated 
above.

All these 

articles of adulteration cheat instead of poison- 

ing. The change wrought by the act is a gratify- 

ing one. On this side of the Atlantic, we are 
impartially cheated and poisoned too. 


To-day a number of poor children living in 
Chicago will be taken out to Turners’ Park to 
breathe the pure air and expand their souls into 
some sort of delight. If the managers of the 
exeursion have any expectation of “joining be- 
nevolence to pretty sentiment they will meet 
with severe disappointment. The children of 
the streets are not the kind who fold their 
little hands across their breasts and com- 
mune with Nature so long ae their little 
hands can get at anything worth taking; and itis 
not to be expected that their habits will be vis- 
ibly improved by one day's work. What the 
managers should seek to do is to give thesé boys 
and girls innocent pleasure, not on account of 
their deserts but because of their needs, It 
is not justice but pity which is the controlling 
motive of the persons who have contributed, in 
one way and another, to these excursions. They 
should be conducted in the spirit of that charity 
which gives freely, demanding not even grat- 
itude in return. 


THE TILTON LETTESS. 

A short time since, we commissioned our cor- 
respondent ** Gath”. to repair to Brooklyn, and, 
to the full extent of his ability, to institute for 
Tux Trisune a thorough, independent iu vesti- 
gation of the facts and evidence bearing on the 
Beecher-Tilton scandal. We felt that 
the public were disgusted with the 
procedure .of the Investigating Com- 
mittee appointed by Beecher. himself; that it 
had forfeited the confidence of the American 
people, the respect of both Beecher's friends and 
Beecher’s foes; and that, therefore, the time 
had come to transfer the case, if such a thing 
were possible, from the tribunal of the Brooklyn 
Investigating Committee to the tribunal of 
American impartiality. The case, we felt, had 
grown too large for the Committee to manage it: 
We saw that the country had resolved itself into 
an Investigating Committee; that it was sitting 
in judgment on Beecher, and impatient because 
no evidence except such as bad passed through 
the distorting medium of a Beecher-appointed, 
prejudiced, pecuniarily-interested court was laid 
before it. . The whole Western country, at least, 
was clamorous for a change of venue from 
Brooklyn to the nation, fora transfer of juris- 
diction from Beecher’s packed court and packed 
jury to the whole American people. We endeav- 
ored to satisfy the public demand. We are grat- 
ified to say that we have succeeded. Gath’s” 
dispatch, published in Monday’s issue of Tun 
Trisune, has, as it was natural it should, 
created a very marked impression in the East, 
and, indeed, throughout the land. That 
letter, affarding, as it did, original 
and no hearsay evidence, bearing directly on the 
question of Beecher's guilt, took his case from 
the Committee and turned it over to the people. 
What Mr. Moulton stated to our correspondent 
is probably the purport of what he said in the 
first statement he prepared for the Committee, 
and which is now said to be in Gen. Butler's 
bands. In the statement finally presented he 
probably confined himself to ne letters from 
‘which Mr. Tiiton ‘quoted. There has been 
talk of s# compromise. Already our corre- 
spondent's letter has had its influence. It has 
frustrated the schemes of the Commit- 
tee. Mr. Beechér has, in consequence 
of ite publication (so it is reported), 
been compelled to modify his statement. 
But this is not all; it has exploded the intended 
compromixe. 

In this morning's issue we continue the work 
begun in Monday's paper. We lay before our 
readers the letters which passed between Mr. 
Tilton end his wife during the period of time 
when, according to Mrs. Tilton’s evidence, 
her husband was maltreating het, abusing 
her, neglecting her, and allowing her to 
starve. The letters were furnished to Tue 
Trizune by Judge Morris, Mr. Tilton’s counsel, 
and theye are now published for the first time. 
They are an important part of the evi- 
dence in the case; for it is a question of 
very great moment what Mrs. Tilton’s 
character for veracity is, especially as she asserts 
what her husband denies, and he denies what 
she asserts. If it can be shown that her state- 
ments concerning her husbaud's ill-treatment of 
her are false; if it can be proved that, whereas 
she accuses him of having maltreated ber, 
abused her, neglected her, left her without food 
even, he was ever tenderly attached to her, and 
cared for her lovingly, her whole testimony falls 
to the ground. Faisus in uno, falsus in omnibus— 
false in one thing, false in everything. If Mrs. Tu- 
ton was guilty of a deliberate falsehood when she 
accused her husband of cruelty towards her, we 
cannot accept her testimony when she accuses 
him of other things as bad or worse; much 
less can we accept it when she proclaims

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her own innocence and her paramour’s 


By her own words, we condemn her. By her 
husband's letters, we condemn her. Tilton had 
claimed in his statement that, till Beecher en- 
tered his home in the character of a seducer, it 


with her tormentor. Yet this is the husband 
whom m her letters she compares to God him- 
self, whom present she adores, and absent she 
yearns for with the intensest love. This is the 
husband of whom she had said that when 
God made him he made something very good. 
And all these letters were written during the 
period of abuse, starvation, and cruelty. For 
a woman starved, abused, maltreated, Mrs. 
Tilton writes very beautiful, loving, senti- 
mental, cheerful, sunshiny letters. Aud conaid- 
ering that her husband was so cruel and so bad 


very unaccountable love. 

These letters prove Mrs. Tilton's want of verac- 

ty. They prove Mr. Tiltou's uniform kindness to 
ber, But they prove more. They prove that 
into her household the disturber of its peace 
had come; aod that, although she knew be was 
a disturber of the sacred calm of her home, and 
spite of her husband's manifest opposition 
to the “love” between the intruder and her- 
self, she was too much attached to him 
to forbid him her house for the qake of her hus- 
band. They prove her love for Mr. Beecher. 
They show that she felt if necessary to assure her 
husband that Beecher was not much to her, and 
they show, alas! that she felt it incumbent upon 
her to write to him that she was pure! They 
prove that Mrs. Tilton’s natural character was 
precisely what her husband had painted it. 
As literary productions, the correspondence 
between this now unfortunate couple will rank 
gmong the celebrated love-ietters of the world. 
They are fit to be classed with those of Marius 
and Cosette in Victor Hugo’s Les Miserables, 
with those of Petrarch and Laura, or with the 
immortal effusions of two other most unfortu- 
nate hearts, Heloise and Abelard. 


THE PROPOSED FIRE-ORDINANCE. 
The ordinance prepared by Gen. A. C. Ducat 
and Mr, Frederick Baumann, and submitted to 
the Committee of the Common Council, is the 
best and most intelligent scheme forthe pre- 
vention of fires that has yet been devised. Gen. 
Ducat is an experienced underwriter and Mr. 
Baumann an accomplished architect. In this 
ordinance we have the benefit of the practical 
knowledge of the architect, and of the ex- 
perienced observer of fires and their origin and 
spread. The proposed ordinance is something 
more than a mere regulation fixing limits 
within which wooden buildings may be erected. 
It proposes what Chicago has long needed : intel- 
ligent regulations for the construction of all 
kinds of buildings in all parts of the city. We 
suppose there never was a city in this or in any 
other country where there has been such unre- 
strained license given in all matters 
pertaining to the material and con- 
struction of buildings as in this City 
of Chicago. There have been a few 
abortive efforts to prescribe certain regu- 
lations, but they have been wholly disregarded. 
Nobody has ever paid the alightest attention to 
them, and architects, builders, and owners, have 
done pretty much as they pleased. There has 
been no governmental supervision. The city has 
had three Fire-Wardens, and these men have had 
the sole oversight of all the buildings put up in 
Ohicago since the fire,—a work that, to be done 
properly, would have required the undivided at- 
tention of fifty skillful and experienced men. 
This ordinance proposes to establish regulations, 
applicable to all buildings from the foundation 
to the roof, and in all details of the interior 
construction. The regulation is that the 
body and facing of the /éxternal walls of all 
buildings must be constructed of incombustible 
material, except that— 

Buildings being less than 12 feet in height, from the 
grade of the sidewalk to the highest part of the roof, 
and covering an area of less than 200 superficial feet, 
may be constructed of combustible framework, but 
must, in such case, externally be covered with a man- 
tle of incombustible material. 

All buildings over 30 feet in height, and cov- 
eripg an area of 2,000 superficial feet, must have 
foundations of solid masonry. All chimneys not 
attached to masonry must have solid founda- 
tions. 

The first article deals in detail specifications 

of the general character of all buildings erected 
within the city. Article 2 specifies the thick- 
ness of walls, exterior, party, and partition ; 
also the. walle of public buildings, churches, 
theatres, etc., iron-fronts, and framework of 
elevators. Article 3 specifies the interior 
construction of buildings; and Article 4 
specifies the protection to ‘hatchways and 
openings in walls. Article 5 makes all that 
part of the South Division north of 100 
feet south of Harrison street a separate dis- 
trict, to be known as the Business District,” in 
which all the general rules for the regulations of 
building are modified and enlarged. One of 
these rules is that all buildings in this business 
district must have substantial iron shutters to 
all openings not upon a public street over 50 feet 
wide. It also provides that all buildings over 
three stories high must have a standpipe with 
proper hose-coupling. All the regulations pro- 
vided for in the ordinance are for buildings here- 
after to be constructed. Article 6 regulates the 
repairiug and removal of wooden “buildings. 
Any. wooden bailding worth 50 per cent of ita 
original value may, at the option of the Board of 
Public Works, be removed from its present site 
to north of North avenue and west of Larrabee 
street; to west of Ashland avenue and south of 
Eighteenth street, or north of Indiana street; 
in the South Division, west of Stewart avenue. 
All repairs must be in conformity with the new 
regulations. 

Articles 7 and 8 regulate existing walls and the 
enlargement of existing buildings within the 
business district; and specifications of the 
space to be taken up by areas and projections to 
all buildings. Article 9 is devoted to specific 
regulations or precautions against fire. These 
regulate the keeping of hay, straw, and shavings, 


and prohibits the manufacture of ammuni- 
tion or fire-works, and the distillation of petro- 
leum in any building in the city, The manufac- 
ture of lard, seed, or other oil, whisky or high- 
wines, and the storage of lumber, is prohibited 
in the business district. No planing-mill, lum- 
ber-yard, or manufactory of wooden articles, 

be established, except in the districts into 

wooden buildings are allowed to be moved. 
troleum, etc., are not to be stored except by 
special permit, and then only in certain classes 
of buildings. All fires for the generation of 


steam shall be fed with anthracite coal, unless

| rangement; but it is lamentably deficient in 


providing any machinery for its own execu- 
tion. It makes it the duty of the Board of Po- 
lice to execute the law, — duty for which that 
Board is and must be wholly incompetent. That 
Board can only operate through subordinates, 
and to execute such a law requires a new 
class of officers, and a class of qualifi- 
cations wholly unknown to the members of 
the present or ‘any future Board of 
Police Commissioners. The execution of that 
law should be made the duty of à particular do- 
partment of the Board of Public Works, and 
to this department should be assigned the en- 
tire regulation of the constructioa of all build- 
ings, public and private; it should have an 
adequate force of competent, experienced, and 
skilled men, without whose permit no building 
should be erected, changed, enlarged, raised, or 
removed; and every detail of all these things 
should be under their responsible supervision, 
control, and direction. To commit the enforce- 
ment of such a law to the Police Board is to 
make it a dead letter,—a snare and a delusion. 


THE IOWA ANTI-MONOPOLY TICKET. 

Last year, the Anti-Republican party in Iowa 
lost many thousand votes by the use of mis- 
spelt ticketa, Each Independent newspaper 
seemed resolved to be as independent in spelling 
as in politics. The result was that their columns 
were headed by a motley array of the names of 
non-existent men. Each had a different set. 
Their readers copied these falsifying lists, voted 
them at the polls, and so threw their suffrages 
away. One such lesson ought to have been suf- 
ficient, but it seems to have had absolutely no 
weight whatever. Precisely the same thing is 
being done over again. We have searched through 
the lows press in the vain hope of finding a 
correct ststement of the Anti-Monopoly ticket 
now in nomination. No two journals haye it 
alike. Names and surnames are distorted in 
every syllable. The Central Committee should 
attend to this. It will not do to let bad spelling 
lose the party the victory. It is now a well- 
known device to deliberately print wrong tickets 
of the opposite party and peddle them at the 
polls for the sake of nullifying the euffrages of 
those who cast them. Though this isa game 
that two can play at, it is as well not to have two 
playing against one. At the Arkansas election 
of 1872, W. W. Wilshire was given the seat 
from the Third District because the ballots 
cast for his opponent, though they were much 
more numerous than those cast for him, were 
(or were reported to be) so mis-spelt that they 
had to be counted for five or six different men. 
In 1870, the Georgia Conservatives elected J. J. 
Parker Secretary of State. Everybody called 
him Jack Parker, and so the tickets were printed 
John J. Parker.” After the election, his 
friends discovered that his name was not John 
but Jabez Jackman. Jack was a false nickname. 
“Ifthe negro Rapier,” says the Mobile Adver- 
tiser, had known that John Parker was elected 
Secretary of State over him, and not Jabez 
Parker, there might bave been a little 
trouble, but Jack kept mum and all the 
rest of us kept mum, and Jabez Par- 
ker made just as good a Secretary of 
State as John Parker could have done, if such a 
gentleman had existed.” In 1872, the tickets 
were again printed “ John J. Parker,” but the 
error was detected before the election, and 
Jabez Jackman Parker was dulychosen Secretary 
of State for Georgia. Let the Iowa Anti- 
Monopolists revise their ticket that they may. 
vote for the men they have nominated and not 
for non-existent candidates. 


SHEARMAN ON THE SITUATION. 

Mr. Shearman, one of the counsel for Henry 
Ward Beecher, evidently afflicted with a qualm of 
conscience lest he may not be earning his fee, or 
perhaps jealous of the public notoriety which the 
actors in the drama are securing,—a weakness 
which be has shown on several occasions before, — 
has rushed into print in behalf of his client. Apart 
from the unprofessional conduct of Mr. Shear- 
man in saying anything about his case or client 
while the investigation is pending, the statement 
is not calculated to do Mr. Beecher any good or 
to convince the public that he is innocent, mere- 
ly because Mr. Shearman says so. Says Mr. 
Shearman: There is a prurient curiosity abroad 
to know every detail of this disgusting business 
which is absolutely shocking.” But who is min- 
istering to this prurient curiosity save Mr. 
Beecher and his counselors? Who is stimulat- 
it with bits and driblets of testimony, and keep- 
ing it alive by withholding portions of the testi- 
mony, but Mr. Beecher and his lawyers? Mr. 
Tilton cannot certainly be accused of keeping 
up the interest in this scandal. He bas had his 
say and was done long ago. He made his 
charges carefully and pointedly weeks ago, and 
has not opened his mouth since. He has waited 
patiently, and the public has waited patiently, 
to see the answer to them, but it has not come 
yet. He has no control over the Investigating 
Committee and no power to influence them in 
any direction. The Committee is made up of 
Mr. Beecher’s friends, selected by Mr. Beecher 
himself, and is engaged not so much in investi- 
gatiug Mr. Beecher as in trying Mr. Tilton with- 
out allowing the latter to appear in his own de- 
tense either by counsel or in person. It holds 
its sessions when it pleases. It prints what tes- 
timony it pleases, and it prints only what it 
thinks will help Mr. Beecher. It has not yet 
shown a sign of concluding its proceedings. It 
surrounds everything it does with ar air of mys- 
tery calculated to rouse “prurient curiosity.” 
Mr. Tilton has nothing more to say, and all that 
is said, all the gossip, all the interviews, all the 
stories true and untrue, all the comment pro 
and con, grow out of the action of Mr. 
Beecher and his counselors in prolong- 
ing this scandal. This is the source 
at which ‘prurient curiosity” feeds itself. 
This is the fountain head of the “‘ disgusting 
business ;” and it is within the power of the 
Committee, or of Mr. Beecher, or even of Mr. 
Shearman himself, to stop the source any time 
they are so disposed. Mr. Shearman says: 

* I know all that Frank Moulton can say or has 
to say, and I know there is nothing. I say that 
I know that there is nothing in his possession 
that can implicate Mr. Beecher one iota ; nothing, 
because there is nothing in existence to implicate 
him.” Then in the name of all that is deceut 
why does not some one speak out, clear Mr. 
Beecher of the charges, and stop the dis- 
gusting business"? Why is the case dragged 
along day after day, week after week, and 
month after month, if there is nothing in it? 
Why is “ prarient curiosity” kept alive by Mr. 
Shearman and his client? Why this interminable 
delay? Why are not Mr. Tilton’s specific charges 
answered specifically, so that the public can 
drop the disgusting business, and Mr. Beech- 


er can go back to bis pulpit? Why is not Mr. 


ever disgraced the church and society, 
allow that charge to remain unanswered 
for months and years, and surround 
himself with cunning lawyers to pet- 
tifog his case. and suppress statements like 
those of Mr. Moulton’s, or accept only such por- 


tions of them as Mr. Beecher can answer? What- 


ever Mr. Beecher’s statement may be, and how- 
ever satisfactory it may be to his friends, it will 
not satisfy the public unless it answers the origi- 
nal chargés in form as they were made, and ex- 
plain Mr. Beecher’s letters, and the sooner this 
is done the better will it be for Mr. Beecher, and 
the sooner will Mr. Beecher stop “ prurient curi- 
osity.” The continued suppression of Mr. Moul- 
ton’s statement and the seppparent pur- 
pose of the Committee not to furnish 
it at all do not look well for the honesty with 
which Mr, Beecher’s case is managed by his 
lawyers. It may be, as Mr. Shearman says, that 
there is nothing in Mr. Moulton’s statement, 
but the public would rather judge for itself than 
take his assurances. At present it does not ap- 
pear that such an opportunity will be furnished.

The recent abortive 
brained religious zealot to assassinate Prince 
Bismarck seems to have been made the occasion 
for a general onslaught upon the Catholic party 
by the German Government. There is no evi- 
dence that any one but the would-be assaasin 
was engaged in the assault upon the Prince, ar 
that any one was even aware of his purposes, 
The priest, Hanthaler, who had gone to Kiesin- 
gen out of curiosity to see the Prince, who had 
naturally enough run across the assassin while 
waiting, and talked with him, and whose long 
robes had unfortunately tripped him up ia front of 
the Prince's carriage, thereby giving the assassin 
the opportunity he was seeking, has satisfac- 
torily explained his connection with the 
affair and been discharged from custody. The 
Government, however, has seized upon this 
episode as a pretext for a general raid upon the 
Catholica, The private dwellings of editors of 
Catholic papers have been invaded, and letters, 
pamphlets, aud documents have been seized, 
and all the Catholic societies have been placed 
under surveillance, even those which are de- 
voted to the charitable care of women and chil- 
dren. This extraordinary action upon the part 
of the German Government cannot but give rise 
to the impression that it is seeking not so much 
to protect itself against Catholic conspiracies 
and intrigues against the peace of the Empire as 
to root out the Catholic religion, and what has 
appeared heretofore as a defense of the integ- 
rity of ite lawe now looks very much like a re- 
ligiou» persecution, A great and powerful mili- 
tary system like the German Government can 
afford to be magnanimous and not visit its ven- 
geauce upon thousands of innocent people be- 
cause one fanatic has threatened violence to one 
of ite officers. Perhaps the most ridiculous fea- 
ture of the affair is the offer of a prize which 
has deen made by s party in Dortmund for 
the best musical composition, with or without 
words, on the Chancellor. Inasmuch as nearly all 
the prominent musical composers of Germany, 
among them Liszt (who may be called a German), 
Rabb, Brahms, Wagner, and others, are Catholics, 
it is painful to consider the deluge of stuff which 
will be written to celebrate the escape of Bis- 
marck by the lesser lights who are not Catholics. 
Symphonies, sonatas, operas, oratorios, quin- 
tettes, quartettes, and songs will pour in without 


' 
end from every Conservatory, Maennerchor, and 


Gesangverein, from one end of Germany to the 
other, set to patriotic words or describing with 
fiddles pizzicato and horns and trombones 
tumultuosissamente, the advance, the attack, 
the rescue. There is but one man, and 
he a Parisianized German, who is capa 
ble of dealing with this theme with the 
seriousness it deserves, and that man 
is Offenbach. His graphic and fun-loving pen 
might picture the gloomy occasion a la Barbe 
Bleue; theanlucky pastor, Hanthaler, in the role 
of Baron Grog; the Prince himself as General 
Boum ; the whole winding up withs grand can- 
can, in Which Bismarck should be the ce ntra 
figure. If Offenbach should refuse, the only 
man left to write the exploit is Strauss, who, al- 
though a Viennese, might do justice to the grav- 
ity of the occasion in one of his waltzes, pulsat- 
ing to the clinking of beer-mugs and Rhine-wine 
glasses. 


BAZAINE AND HIS ESCAPE. 

Bazaine, after an imprisonment of over half a 
year, has escaped. Outside of France, there 
will be little regret that the old soldier is again 
at liberty. Even foreigners who feel friendly 
to France, and who are willing to acknowledge 
that Bazaine was not altogether without blame, 
will rejoice that he is free. France made an ex- 
ample of her famous Marshal. She has gained 
by the simple act of imprisonment all that she 
had hoped to gain. His escape will not mate- 
rially affect the influence of the example she in- 
tended to make. And, after all, the Marshal 
was no traitor, Bazaine, although always cred- 
ited with great military genius, with the ability 
of conducting warlike operations on a large 
scale, and with wonderful coolness on the 
field of battle, was nevertheless noted 
for lack of rapidity of execution; for s 
wavering, temporizing disposition; and for 
the habit of countermanding his own orders. 
His good qualities led him to the Marshalate, 
his vacillatiug character to imprisonment. Ba- 
zaine was both a soldier and politician; but in 
the Franco-Prussian war and in his defense, or 
rather absence of defense, of Metz, he sunk 
the soldier in the politician. It was a too 
great attachment to the Imperial family that 
ruined him. In Bazaine, the patriot was lost in 
the partisan. 

It has been often said that Bazaine was made 
a scapegoat by his countrymen. To some extent 
he may have been a scapegoat. But there must 
have been something to warrant it. There must 
have been some ground for singling him out 
from the many French Generals who met with 
defeat. * 

After the battle of Borny, on Aug. 14, Bazaine 
should have marched to join MacMahon. He 
lost a day, however, and that loss was the defeat 
of France. Had he been prompt to make up his 
mind what be had better do, and rapid in the ex- 
-ecution of his decision, he might have joined 
MacMahon and prevented the Sedan calamity, 
for he had 170,000 men under his com- 
mand, and who can say what these 170,000 
at Sedan might have accomplished?

Bazaine’s crime was that he might 
have joined MacMahon and did not; 
that by not joining him he was the possible 
cause of the disaster at Sedan. But this was not 
the precise charge of which Bazaine was con- 
victed. What sent him to prison was his failure 
to do all that honor and duty demanded of him 
before surrendering in open field. Theevidence 
seems to support the charges. From the thir- 
teenth day after the investment of Metz was 
begun, that is from Sept. 1, 1870, Bazaine took no 
action whatever. For nearly two months he 
remained completely idle. He had rations 
enough to support his army for well nigh sixty 
days within the walls of Metz; he had over 150,- 
000 men with him, and they were the bravest 
and best drilled seldiers in France; he had 
the advantage of position and a vast supply 
of the munitions of war. to him were 
200,000 Prussians. But, holding one of the 
greatest strongholds in the world, he was more 
than able to cope with 200,000 men. He did not 
even attempt to do it, however. After two 
montus of idleness he surrendered to the Prus- 
sians five forts, 643 pieces of cannon, all the 
war material which haa been accumulating at 
Metz for over half a century, the contents of all 
the arsenals, and all his men. 

The secret of his inactivity is that he looked 
upon the defeat of Napoleon at Sedan as the 
death-blow to France. He had cast his for- 
tunes with those of the Emperor, Napoleon's 
defeat was in his eyes France's defeat. He did 
not wish, strange to say, that France should 
win after ber Emperor had lost. Bazaine 
was always anti-Republican. When the Em- 
peror was sent to Wilhelmshone, the 
Republic was prociaimed. The Republicans of 
France wished to demonstrate to the people of 
France that they could save the country after 
the Empire had lost it. Bazaine did not care to 
east any reflection on his Imperial master by 
saving France for the Republic. The Emperor 
had stood, in his eyes, for France. When the 
Emperor was made a prisoner, there was no 
France left for him. He hoped that if be should 
surrender Mets to the Germans he would be per- 
mitted to keep his men together, to restore order 
in France, to re-enthrone the Emperor, protect 
the Prince Imperial and his mother. He would 
bave nothing to do with the Republic. 

Had he been successful in reinstating the Em- 
would be in France to-day what Moltke is in 
Germany. He very unwisely gave to party what 
belonged to France, and he has had to pay for it. 
Were he a conscious traitor, no man, friend or 
foe of France, would think any punishment too 
heavy for him toendure. But he was not a traitor. 
He was only a weak partisan. He Las suffered 
enough; and few will regret that his world is 
once more wider than a prison-yard.

A case has recently come to 
light which shows how a bright and unsorupulous 
writer imposed on two of the most reliable pub- 
lications in the city—the New York Tribune and 
Appletons’ Journal. Francis Theodore Johnson 
is the mame of this person. He has been 
detected, and it now appears that among 
the articles which had a foundation only 
in his fanciful brain were the following: 
In the Tribune, a report of a meeting of the 
Society Hijos de Cuba, The Disappearance of an 
Eminent German,” The Biography of the 
French Ambassador Bertholai,” ‘* The Contem- 
plated Visit of the Duke of Saxe-Ooburg to the 
United States,” and an article on German 
Oriminals in America ;" in Appletons’ Journal, 
An Eccentric King.“ Bjornsen, the Swedish 
Writer,“ Diary of the Graad Duke Alexis,” 
Victor Emanuel Hunting the Ibex,” King 
George of Greece,” 4 Forgotten Emperor,” 
and two or three of those imposed on the Tri- 
une. All these are pronounced absolute fictions. 
As literary frauds they were brilliant and dis- 
graceful. But for the ability of his composi- 
tions and the elegance of his style, Mr. Johnson 
would be at bome on the Chicago Times. 


In the flotsam and jetsam of current journal- 
istic rubbish is a card labeled ** William For- 
rester, No. 4,560." By adding the words, Peni- 
tentiary, Joliet, III.,“ the public will more readily 
associate it with the young bravo charged with, 
but got tried for, the murder of Nathan in New 
York.

Stil Works at Pittsburg. 

Prrrspvec, Pa., Aug. 12.—The Standard 
Oil Works & National Refinery, on the Alle- 
gheny River, Eighteenth Ward, were burned to- 
night at 3 o’clock. The lightning struck an oil 
tank containing 3,000 barrels of oil, setting it on 
fire. About three hours after the tank 
overflowed, and the burning oil communicated 
with the buildings and tanks in the vicinity, the 
fire at once covering a space of an acre and a 
baif. The amount of oil destroyed is 9,500 bar- 
rels. All the buildings en the premises, valued 
at $12,000, are destroyed; also 12.000 empty 
barrels. Men on the premises escaped with dif- 
ficulty, but no lives, so far as known, 
are lost. The total loss will be 
about $40,000 to $55,000, upon which 
there is an insurance of about $20,000, divided 
amovg the following Companies: Pittsburg, 
Monongsheia, National of Allegheny, and Boat- 
men’s. At 11 o'clock the fire was under control, 
and other refineries adjoining are considered 
out of danger.

The Jewish Keligion. 
[COMMUNICATED. } 

THE RELIGION OF ISRABL TO THE FALL OF 

THE JEWISH STATE. By Dr. A. Kurven Pro- 


fessor of T at the University of Leyden. 
Translated from Duwh by AurRep Harn May. 
Vol. L. do., pp. 412, : W & Nor- 


In studying the religion of Israel; Dr. Kuenen 
follows the methods adopted by modern the- 
ological science. He denies the claim of the 
sacred records of the Jews to a supernatural 
origin, as he would deny the same claim which is 
set up by the Vedas, the Koran, and the Bibles of 
most other forms of religions. He does not 
plact himself in the position of faith, but of im- 
partial criticism, which accepts nothing as truth 
that will not bear conclusive tests, and rejects 
nothing that is good, wherever or under what- 
ever form it may be found. Tne belief that for- 
merly swayed both Israelites and Christians, 
that God manifested Himself solely to the Jews 
of all the families of the earth, is opposed to 
the experience and knowledge of our day. As 
men have abandoned the narrow and false idea 
that the earth was the centre of the universe, so 
they must resign the childish fancy that Israel 
was the pivot on which the world’s hope of sal- 
vation turned. We may still cherish the convic- 
tion that the Israelitish or the Christian religion 
will one day be the religion of mankind, but we 
must found that faith on the superior purity and 
simplicity of this sys tem of belief, aud upon its 
capacity at any time to assume new forms to suit 
the needs of its professors. We must no 
longer underrate the value of other religions ; 
and we must acknowledge that, in the beginning, 
the Hebrew faith, out of which sprang Christia 
ity, wae faulty, imperfect, and one-sided, as are 
all other old religions, which, in contradistinc- 
tion, we designate as Heathen. The idea that 
Israel's religion had an exceptional origin is 
based simply and solely upon the testimony of 
the books of the Old Testament. By examining 

critically and honestly, we obtain irre 
ble evidence that it had a purely natural develop- 
ment, gradually becoming purified and elevated 
as its believers became enlightened. 

The scanty literature of Israel is the source 
from which our knowledge of Israei’s religion 
and history oy, Fy drawn. This includes, in 


addition to the Testament, the Apocrypha, 
the Jewish-Alexandrine writin Flavius 
J and the Talmud. The time at

first century 
ever it ocourred, the fact exists that these books 
were selected and accepted by the Jews as their 
sacred Scripture, and as such they are to be ex- 
amined as witnesses to their religious history. 
For nearly a century an inquiry into the writings 
of the Old Testament has been prosecuted with 
ever-increasing care. Important results have 
been determined by this investigation. For ex- 
ample, it has been decided that Ecclesiastes was 
not written by Solomon, but at a period follow- 
ing the Babylonish exile ; that the last twenty- 
seven enapters of the book of Isaiah are not the 
u of that prophet, but of one who 
flourished in the last half of the sixth century 
B. O.; that most, if not all, of the 
Pealms are wrongly. ascribed to David; 
and that the history of Danie] was committed to 
writing shortly after the beginning of the Macca- 
bean revolt, in the year 165 B. C. These and 
similar discoveries with regard to the origin and 
the chronology of the books of the Hebrew 
Scripture area vast assistance toa bnew and 
t reading of the history of Iereal. 
ut more u this: The study of the histori- 
books of the Old Testament has revealed the 
fact that far the greater number of those - 
counts of Israel's career were not written out by 
contemporaries, but by persons living long after 
the events which they describe. It is more 
obable that some of the narratives of the 
xodus from Egypt, and the wonderings of the 
Israelites in the wilderness, were written in the 
middie of the eighth century B. C.; others are 
evidently still more recent. It cannot be proved 
that one of them was written prior to the year 
800 B. O. As the Exodus from Egypt is sup- 
posed by the best authorities to have taken place 
about the year 1320 B. C., there is an interval of 
five centuries between the event and the written 
narrative,—time enough for all sorts of errors to 
have crept in and impaired the value of the ac- 
count. Discoveries like these throw a new com- 
lexion upon the books of the Old Testament. 
their light, the early history of Israel must be 
recast, and candor is compelled to acknowledge 
that it rests upon as shadowy and legendary 2 
foundation as that of all other nations of remote 
antiquity. 

Dr. Kuenen departs from the usua! chronologic- 
al treatment of the history of the Israelitish 
religion, and proceeds upon a peculiar and onigi- 
nal plan. He begins witha survey of the relig- 
ious condition of Israel in the eighth century, as 
that is the earliest era at which a firm foundation 
for after-work can be iaid upon authentic 
writings. It is the earliest strictiv-historical pe- 
riod in the career of the Jews. Once possessed 
of the circumstances of their political and relig- 
ious condition in this age, and it is compara- 
tively easy to carry inquiries back through the 
previous dimly-lighted centuries, as far as the 
faintest trace can be profitably followed. Re- 
turning, at the close of this retrospective investi- 
gation, to the original starting-point, the narra- 
tive can then carried forward iu regular 
chronological order. In accordance with this 
sobeme, Dr. Kuenen sketches, in the first chap- 
ter Of his work, the religious condition of Israel 
in the eighth century. the second chapter, 
he collects the materials which will serve to ex- 

lain the previous fortunes of Israel. Iu the tnird, 
studies the attitude of the prophets in the 
eighth ceatury, and their labors in former and 
later times. In the fourth, be determines the 
course which Israel’s religious development must 
have followed from the beginning; and, in the 
fifth, outlines its entire history down to the 
eighth century. This closes the present vol- 
ume. In the succeeding one, chapter sixth will 


trace the religious devel tof the Kingdom |. 
of Judah to my 586 B. C.; chapter seventh, 
i of the Babylouish exile; chapter 


eighth, the Sacerdotal Government and the pro- 
mulgation of the Law after the return of the 
exiles to their native country; chapter ninth 
the mutual relationship of Ju m and 
Parseeism; chapter tenth, the fortanes 
of the Jewish religion in Palestine 
during the Grecian period; and chap- 
ter eleventh, the development of their religion 
during the last century of the Jewish State. In 
an appendix concluding this volume, the mod- 
ern history of Judaism, from A. PD. 70 to the 
present time, will be hastily reviewed. From 
this enumeration of its divisions, the full scope 
of Dr. Kuenen's extensive undertaking may 
plainly perceived. 

Carrying out his plan of luquiry with consum- 
mate skill and pains, the author arrives at the

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS’ 
CONFERENCE. 
PRELIMINARY MEETING IN DUBUQUE. 
| Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Donn, Is., Aug. 12.—The Railroad Com- 
missioners of Illinois, Wisconsin, and Minnesota 
met here to-day in accordance with an arrange- 
ment among them to that effect. The object of 
the conference was to agree upoo some uniform 
course of action in relation to the railroads of 
the States represented by the Commissioners. 
The State of Iowa, which was to have been rep- 
resented by the Governor and other officers of 
the State, wae not represented at the first meet- 
ing held to-day, but these officials are expected. 
The main questions agreed to be discussed were: 
First, a uniformity for the fiscal years for all 
railroads in these four States, so that the roads 
will all make their annual reports at the same 
time. Second, the adoption of the same form 
of reports by all railroads, in order to simplify 
the work of composing statistics in the different 
States; this is an important point. Third, to 
obtain a uniform ification of freight 
in these four States. The fact that freight is 
classified differently by the different roads 
creates confusion that can be avoided by adopt- 
ing a aniform classification. Fourth, to accom- 
plish similar legisiation in these four States on 
railroad matters. 

Mr. Randall, of Minnesota, was chosen Chair- 
man of the conference, and Mr. Hoyt, of Wis- 
consin, Secretary. No definite action has yet 
been had in the matters discussed, as it is neces- 
gary to make an examination of the railroad 
laws of the four States, so as to enable them to 
act understandingly. The Commissioners are 
holding u private session this afternoon. 


CENTRAL RAILROAD OF IOWA. 
MOTION TO HAVE A BECEIVER DENIED. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

Davenport, Ia., Aug. 12.—To-day, Judge Dil- 
lon, in Chambers, in this city, heard the argu- 
ments in the case of C. Alexander et al. vs. the 
Central Railroad Company of fowa, in which the 
plaintiffs ask for the appointment of a Receiver 
by the Court. The plaintiffs were represented 
by Mesers. Platt, Smith, and Davidson, of 
Dubuque, and the defendants by Messrs. Brown 
& Sears H. E. J. Boardman, of Marshall- 
town, and Judge Seevers, of Oskaloosa. 
Mesars. Charles G. Gilman, a former President 
of the road, and Mr. Charles Alexander, of Boe- 
ton, one of the plaintiffs, were present. The 
plaintiffs in this case comprise a minority of the 
first-mortgage bondholders under a mortgage of 
$4,000,000 made by the road to Trustees for the 
benefit of the bondholders. 

It a that the deed of trust specified that 
if the interest-coupons should remain unpaid for 
twelve months, then, at the election or option 
of a majority of the holders of said bonds, the 
whole principal sum of all the bonds should 
forthwith become due, and the deed of trust 
might at once be enforced.

Davenport, Ia., Aug. 12.—During the severe 
gale last night, the large raft-boat Hartford, 
with a twenty-string log-raft, which was tied up 
at LeClaire, a few miles above this city, 
was swung out into the stream and soon car- 
ried to the head of the rapide, drag- 
ging the the steamer loose from her anchorage, 
and a moment after was whirled down over the 
rapids. Those on board the boat were made 
aware of the situation of affairs, and had it not 
beep for the promptness of action displayed, the 
steamer would have been wrecked on the 
rapids. The boat, baying no steam up, 
was dragged around with every whim of the raft 
and borne along by the irresistible current over 
the rapids, and the only thing to be done 
in order to save the boat and those on 
board, was to cut her loose from 
the raft, just in time to save her, 
as the raft commenced to break up and the 
whole was a mass of floating, loose logs, shoot- 
ing hither and thither, obeying the action of the 
trea cherous current.
